Students of the Congo agree 
that four years of independence 
have meant only grim irony to 
the average Congolese. Patrice 
Lumumba ar.d other politicians 
had told them they would inher­ 
it the white man’s world — his 
car, his home, his shop. They 
haven’t. Only the 50,000 Congo­ 
lese who have replaced the Bel­ 
gians on the government pay­ 
rolls are doing better. In the 
Congo, as elsewhere ir; black 
Africa, they form the new Afri­ 
can aristocracy. They moved 
into the big colonial houses on 
the river. They drive the big 
cars. They eat in the few good 
remaining restaurants. 
For the rest, independence 
has meant fewer jobs, fewer 
goods, fewer medical facilities 
galloping inflation, a declining 
Congolese franc that is worth­ 
less outside the country, public 
services and roads ruined by 
neglect, ineptitude and revolu­ 
tion. 
In four years, the non-Congo­ 
lese, 
population 
has 
dropped 
from about 200.000 to 40.000. 
Those who remain still control 
the economy. The shops and 
small businesses are still owned 
by the Portuguese, the Greeks 
and Indians. The richest part of 
the economy, the giant copper- 
mining 
combines 
like 
Union 
Miniere, the big palm oil, rub­ 
ber and coffee plantations, are 
still profitable, still in the hands 
of Belgians and other Euro­ 
peans. 
The Congolese who works in 
the city as a manual laborer or 
houseboy 
earns 
about 
4.000 
francs a month, which at the 
official 
rate 
of 
exchange 
is 
about $26 but in the more realis- 
tice black market, is only about 
$16. At 4.000 francs a month, he 
is earning twice what he did 
before independence. Out in the 
bush, the small Congolese farm­ 
er now gets six francs, instead 
of three, for a kilo of peanuts. 
But the bush farmer and the 
city worker now have to pay 500 
francs for the same shirt that 
used to cost 50. 
Boulevard Albert in Leopold­ 
ville is now named the Boule­ 
vard of the 30th of June, the in­ 
dependence date. 
But 
where 
there used to be flowers and 
grass, there are now weeds. The 
few outdoor cafes that remain 
are populated with more blacks 
now but the streets reek with 
the stench of uncollected gar­ 
bage and worse. Paint peels off 
many of the modern buildings. 
Those who can afford it line up 
for beer or soft drinks carrying 
their own bottles because the 
shortage is great. Kids roam the 
streets begging for money or 
selling 
stolen 
cigarettes, 
the 
unemployed stand idle and sul­ 
len on street corners w h i l e 
black members of the Salva­ 
tion Army sing stout songs of 
hope. There is little hope in the 
Congo.

cers. He was captured and es­ 
caped again, this time from a 
hospital. The fugitive had sworn 
he would never be taken alive. 
Peacock 
saw 
part 
of 
the 
stranger's pistol and ran. yell­ 
ing to his scattering friends. 
The boys thought it was a joke, 
at first. But, as they explained, 
it was a dull night, and if Pea­ 
cock wanted to play television 
games they “ might as well go 
along with a gag.” 
Then Bryant and part of the 
gang saw Oponowicz standing 
atop a railroad overpass a few 
blocks from the boys’ homes. 
“ There was a train coming 
and I could see him clear in the 
headlight,” 
Bryant 
recalled 
“ We knew who he was. We rec­ 
ognized him right off. Somebody 
yelled. ‘Let’s get him!’ ” 
Oponowicz ran, the boys fol­ 
lowing from different angles. 
“ It was kind of like I think a 
night combat patrol might be,” 
said Arthur Dowdy, 17. “ Like it 
looks on television, anyway.” 
The youths said they were not 
as frightened during the chase 
as they are now. in retrospect. 
“ We would have fallen to the 
ground if he had turned around 
and looked like he was starting 
to shoot,” explained James Baf- 
ford. 16. “ Besides, we tried to 
stay behind trees. It was dark, 
and we were spread out.” 
Oponowicz finally was arrest­ 
ed 
when

police, and the boys led them to 
their 
man. 
He 
surrendered 
meekly. 
Would the boys do it again? 
“ I guess so,” said Bryant. “ If 
there wasn’t anything good on 
television.”

The federal Corrupt Practices 
Act limits contributions by indi­ 
viduals to $3,000 but permits one 
person to give that amount to 
any number of different com­ 
mittees. Frankinberry says Ot- 
tinger’s committees were loop­ 
holes through which his family 
funneled funds Into his cam­ 
paign. 
Ottinger, one of the founders 
of the Peace Corps, became the 
first Democrat ever elected in 
the 25th District when he de­ 
feated Barry by 17.000 votes 
Nov. 3. The district includes 
part of Westchester County and 
all of Putnam County.

Committee 
will 
decide 
who 
should get the disputed seat but 
the ultimate decision is up to 
the House, which is granted au­ 
thority by the Constitution to 
decide contested elections of its 
members. 
Besides serving the Adminis 
tration Committee with notice of 
his complaint Frankinberry has 
threatened to take the matter to 
a federal court.

Have you heard the latest in in­ 
come tax proposals? 
• 
It’s that people be paid NOT to 
pay income taxes! 
Don’t laugh 
This may be for real. 
It’s reported to be under consideration 
by a government tax force in W ash- 


ington. 
Here's how it works: 
Mr. Glomp makes $2,500 a year. 
He has a wife and four children. 
He can. under the new proposal, 
forget about paying an income tax, 
since the plan sets up an automatic 
$3.000 tax exemption. 
Mr. Glomp can do more than for­ 
get about paying an income tax. 
He 
can claim exemption of $600 for each 
member of his family from the tax he's 
not paying. 
Six times $600 equals $3.600. 
On top of this, he also can claim 
a minimum 
standard 
deduction 
of 
$800. 


A total exemption of $4.400. 


But remember — Mr. Glomp has 
earned only $2,500 during the year. 
What about that? 
Why, under the proposed plan the 
government would pay Mr. Glomp for 
not having earned as much income as 
the total of the exemptions he could 
have claimed had he earned enough 
to pay an income tax, which he hadn t. 


It would pay him 15 percent— the 
1065 rate for an equivalent amount 
of taxable income— of the $1.9 00 dif­ 
ference between actual income and 
total exemption. 
This would come to $28 5. 
So Mr. Glomp would be handed a 
government check for $28 5 for not 
having had to pay an income tax. 
Simple, eh? 
You say such a plan is fantastic— 
that it could never happen? 
Don’t bet on it.

Every kind of fartning has its own par­ 
ticular problems and peculiarities. And fine 
kind is completely unique, because of the 
length of time that must go by before the 
crop is ready lor market. 
That is tree farming—a program of com­ 
paratively recent origin to assure that this 
country will never run out of the trees that 
are the source of thousands of products, 
many not recognizable as coming from 
wood at all, which are in common use in 
this country. 
Tree farming has become a m ajor under­ 
taking. More than 27 .000 of these farm ers 
are growing timber as a crop on some 04 
million acres of privately-owned, taxpaying 
land They must be enormously patient and 
far-seeing, as well as industrious. 
During 
the growth cycle, the trees must he pro­ 
tected against fire, insects and disease. Ac­ 
cess roads must be built Storms and winds 
can make trouble on a big scale. Costs are 
heavy and continuous. And 20. 50 or even 
more years must pass before the young 
tree is mature enough for commercial har­ 
vesting. The stately Douglas fir. for in­ 
stance, must be given up to 80 years of 
growth to reach sawlog size. 
The tree farmer, clearly, must see in­ 
ducements if he is to stay in business. The 
most important of all is a favorable tax 
climate which recognizes his unique situa­ 
tion. Luckily for the nation, that is the sorl 
of climate now existing in most timber 
areas. By maintaining it. we maintain our 
forests and all the good and wanted things 
that come out of them.

LBJ, Gromvko in Air of Confidence 


WASHINGTON — At this season when the 
world is supposed to be concentrating on 
peace, it looks as if President Johnson i9 
making some slow constructive progress. 
Displomats with a first-hand knowledge of 
President Johnson’s conference with Foreign 
Minister Gromyko were amazed at the 
frank and, on the whole, friendly under­ 
standing reached between these two men. 
The President sat in his rocking chair in 
front of the fireplace legs outstretched, 
Gromyko on his right, and talked informally 
about vital subjects. 
Directly in front of him and on Gromyko s 
right was a large alarm clock, costing less 
than $5 and placed there to remind less 
important visitors that the President’s time 
is precious. The clock ticked audibly during 
the Gromyko conference, but neither side 
paid any attention to it. 
The President found Gromyko much less 
an errand boy than before. In the past, both 
President Kennedy and the State Depart­ 
ment had felt that Gromyko was required 
to check hack with Moscow on every im­ 
portant matter and even some not so im­ 
portant. This time he seemed to be on his 
own. The checkrein hitherto held by Khru- 
hchev had been removed A team, of which 
Gromyko is part, seemed to be running the 
Kremlin. 
Johnson and Gromyko talked about Viet­ 
nam; also about arm s reduction; and cov­ 
ered a lot of things in general terms. As 
usual, the President did much of the talking. 
He reviewed the fact that last year he had 
built, step by stop, toward peace hv cutting 
the American military budget, proposing to 
scrap B-47 bombers, later arranging a mu­ 
tual reduction of fissionable materials. 
Perhaps the most significant statement 
the President gave Gromyko was: 
“ Any man can start a war, but it's an­ 
other thing to win one.” 
He made it emphatically clear that he 
does not want a war. 
Both the President and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk got the impression that the new 


leaders of the Kremlin are feeling their 
way. are not yet ready to discuss important 
problems. But the administration is also 
convinced that the Kremlin leaders will 
definitely follow Khruschev’s policy of co­ 
existence, may even go further than Khrush­ 
chev in this direction. 
Diplomatic observers have the definite 
impression that the Kremlin trusts Johnson 
and that at no time in some years has 
there been so much confidence on both sides 
—despite differences over the Congo, the 
United Nations, and Vietnam.

“ ‘But. Lord.’ replied the Reverend. ‘I’ve 
just established myself here. I’ve been able 
to clothe my children and send them to 
school.

“ However, the Lord was insistent and the 
preacher promised tn think it over for two 
days. After two days the Lord came hack 
and said.

Truman Douglas once com­ 
mented: “ The disintegration of 
our society has revealed the 
fragility of just those things in 
which modern man has put his 
trust: material comfort, a rela­ 
tively stable 
social structure, 
the right to live his own life 
undisturbed by events outside 
the circumference of his own 
freely chosen interests. . . . He 
is vulnerable to the invasions 
of 
God 
who 
makes 
himself 
known when our human securi­ 
ties are shaken.” 
It is the fragility of our de­ 


fense that is so disturbing. We 
would like to think that there 
aren't 
any 
cracks, and 
that 
we’re safe from any of the 
shocks of existence. Or, as Au­ 
den wrote: “ The fears we know 
are of not knowing.” 
What to do? You can’t pre­ 
vent the blasting for buildings 
and 
just 
when w ere 
safest 
there’s the threat of trouble. 
During the recent atrocities in 
the Congo I’ve heard men say­ 
ing. “ Whv do we have our peo­ 
ple over there?” Yet most of 
these men and women, mission­ 
aries, teachers, physicians and 
anthropologists have been work­ 
ing at peaceful pursuits. They 
had felt the tremors when no 
one else was aware, and they 
had responded with their own 
careers. Now they’ve paid with 
their lives. Now the shock-waves 
reach our own little buildings. 
It's apparent that we can't 
avoid or evade the shocks and 
we can't run from them. 
We 
can sink some new foundations 
for our own faith, re-examine 
the building of our own values 
and rethink the meaning of life. 
Too many of us have been con­ 
tent to think of our safety in 
term s of the vulnerable build­ 
ing of our possessions. 
Once more the ancient words 
of 
Jesus come with 
clarity: 
“ Every one who hears my words 
and does them will be like a 
wise man who built his house 
upon a rock: and the rains fell 
and the winds blew and beat 
upon that house but it did not 
fall because it was founded up­ 
on a rock!” 
That's an important word at 
the end of a year and at the 
beginning.

A — Severe 
frostbite 
often 
leaves the victim with

creased tolerance for cold. 
Everyone 
should 
take 
all 
known precautions 
to prevent 
freezing of any part of the body. 
In 
your 
father’s 
case, 
he 
should wear heavy wool socks 
in cold weather and water-proof 
overshoes 
whenever 
he 
must 
walk 
in 
snow, 
slush 
or icy 
water. 
If pain is 
severe, 
he 
may 
want to consider 
having 
the 
sensory nerves cut. 
However, if he should 
have 
such an 
operation, 
he 
would 
have to be doubly careful not 
to expose his feet to freezing, 
because that could lead to gan­ 
grene and the loss of one or 
more toes. 
Q — Is bursitis ever caused 
hv a fall? One doctor says it 
could be; another disagrees. He 
says that a fall could cure bur­ 
sitis by breaking loose the cal­ 
cium deposits in the joint. 
A — Although

cause bursitis, this condition is 
much more likely to be caused 
by a recurring minor irritation. 
“ Tennis elbow” is an example 
of this.

Forceful manipulation of the 
joint, preferably under anesthe­ 
sia. may be required to break 
up the adhesions.

Q — What diseases can cats 
give to a person? Is a cat bite 
dangerous? 
A — Cats, with the exception 
of wild cats, rarely carry rabies. 
They may 
transmit 
a mild 
disease called cat scratch fever, 
hut this, too. is rare. 
The bite or scratch of 
any 
animal is likely to become in­ 
fected and. u n l e s s properly 
treated, might possibly lead to 
blood poisoning. 
Cats, like most domestic ani­ 
mals, will not bite or scratch 
unless they are teased or pro­ 
voked. 
That is why it is important 
for a child to have some kind 
of pet and to learn to care for 
it in a humane manner.

It won’t be the first time the 53 
prancing girls of the Kilgore Rang­ 
erettes, football’s prettiest squad 
of 
half-time 
performers, 
have 
caught the eye and plaudits of a 
stadium full of roaring fans. 
Since 1940, when the Rangerettes 
made their first appearance on a 
football gridiron, they literally have 
brought a new look to half-time 
proceedings. With their dancing, 
precision marching, and spirited 
showmanship, they have entertained 
millions of spectators at stadiums, 
conventions, and on television, and 
prompted the launching of hundreds 
of other girl squads. 
If teams of marching girls wav­ 
ing flags, fans, and pompons are 
now as much a part of football as 
cheerleaders or liniment, this is due 
primarily to energetic, blonde Gus- 
sie Nell Davis,who runs the Rang­ 
erettes with all the discipline of a 
Marine drill sergeant. 
In 1939 the president of Kilgore 
College brought Miss Davis to Kil­ 
gore, a friendly East Texas town 
where oil derricks sprout from 
front yards and behind shops. He 
wanted an outstanding girls’ drill 
team which could accompany the 
school’s Ranger football team to 
games. Miss Davis, a physical-edu- 
cation teacher, was given carte 
blanche to build the drill team. 
For the next year, she worked 
long hours devising cowgirl cos­ 
tumes, dance steps, and training 
schedules. Finally, in September, 
1940, she marched her girls out 
onto a darkened football field for 
the first Ranger game of the season 
and then pressed a button which 
set off a huge fireworks display.

the group’s name, Rangerettes. 
The thundering applause that fol­ 


lowed this first appearance has been 
duplicated a thousand times since. 
And Miss Davis has never wavered 
in her insistence on dancing per­ 
fection from her girls. 
Being a Rangerette is not easy. 
There are daily exercises and hours 
of drill on new steps. The girls also 
are expected to keep up with their 
classwork at Kilgore College. Re­ 
cently, a new football coach at Kil­ 
gore stopped on a practice field to 
watch the Rangerettes go through 
their high-kicking exercises and 
dance steps, then walked off the 
field shaking his head in amaze­ 
ment. He later told Miss Davis that 
he intended to use these same ex­ 
ercises with his team recruits. 
Despite the hard work, many 
more girls try out for the Ranger­ 
ettes each year than there are va­ 
cancies. Selection night for the 
squad is a big event in Kilgore. The 
arena where the hopefuls try out is 
filled with mothers, fathers, kid 
brothers and sisters, and most of 
the boy8 in town. Reporters from 
all over the country cover the event. 
And when the judges announce 
their selections, the news is greeted 
with applause, shouts, and even a 
few tears. 
Why do the girls, who come 
from all parts of the country, try 
so hard to be Rangerettes? There’s 
the excitement, of course. Ranger­ 
ettes travel all over the country to 
perform and meet thousands of 
people. But even more important is 
the fact that Miss Davis’ emphasis 
on posture, poise, and pride gives 
the girls new dignity as women. 
She enjoys telling the story of a 
Rangerette who accidentally packed 
two left boots for her trip to the 
Cotton Bowl for a New Year’s Day 
game. The girl didn’t discover her 
mistake until the squad was dress­ 
ing for the parade in downtown 
Dallas. Rather than admit to Miss 
Davis that she had made a mistake, 
the girl marched 2% miles with 
two left boots! 
“That’s the kind of discipline and 
pride that makes a Rangerette and 
a woman,” says Miss Davis.

JACQUELINE KENNEDY: She 
had resolved °to live in the places 
I lived with J a c k — Georgetown, and 
with the Kennedys at the Cape." 
Jacqueline Kennedy, widow of the 
assassinated 
President, 
observed 
her year of mourning with the dig­ 
nity and grace that have made her, 
according to one poll, “the most 
admired woman in the world.” But, 


as many widows have learned, it is 
impossible to live in peace with the 
tragic past. “I am a living scar,” 
she told friends. 
First she sold Wexford, the Vir­ 
ginia home she and her husband 
had planned as a retreat. She moved 
to Washington's Georgetown section 
where they once had lived, but curi­ 
ous crowds (“All people ask is: 
‘which way to the White House and 
Jackie’s home?’” a tourist guide 
said) made her sell that, too. She 
next moved to the relative anony­ 
mity of Manhattan. 
She spent much of last summer 
at the Kennedy compound at Hyan- 
nisport but again memories—the 
go-cart JFK used to drive the chil­ 
dren around in, the toy boat, “PT 
lOS'A”—were haunting, so Jackie 
rented a Long Island home for the 
1965 summer. Her period of mourn­ 
ing ended, Jackie now sought to 
live in the places that would heal, 
not open, the living scar. 


THE BEATLES: “A plague has 
swept the land, but we have been 
left whole” was the way one writer 
reviewed the first invasion of the 
Beatles, England’s mop-haired rock- 
’n’-roll sensation. Like most, the 
writer felt the idols were a fad 
among teen-agers which would pass 
as quickly as it arrived. How wrong 
he was! 
The Beatles returned in August, 
stronger than ever. Motel owners 


THE JOHNSON WOMEN: Elea­ 
nor Roosevelt considered it “bad 
taste” to electioneer for her hus­ 
band, but that seemed oddly old- 
fashioned in 1964.

DON SCHOLLANDER: What 
does an Olympic swimmer feel in a 
race? “Pain.” And what does he 
think about? “Winning.” 
The answers came from Don 
Schollander, who suffered pain but 
won big for the greatest U. S. A. 
Olympic team since 1952. The Lake 
Oswego, Ore., youth won four gold 
medals, the first American to do so 
since track star Jesse Owens in 


1936 and the only swimmer to 
amass such a collection. 
Schollander typified the men and 
women of our ’64 team—young 
(18), self-disciplined, and dedicated 
(five hours of swimming every day 
for the past eight years). They 
erased the bitter memory of our 
1956 team which failed on-field and 
acted up off-field, ending up behind 
the Russians 103-71 in total med­ 
als. This time Schollander and as­ 
sociates won in total points and 
number of gold medals. 
But, as Don carried the Stars 
and Stripes in closing ceremonies 
in Tokyo, there was one dissatisfied 
voice. “Why didn’t they let him try 
to win five gold medals?” asked his 
mother, who wore his trophies like 
a necklace. 


ROBERT MOSES: “Professional 
mudslingers 
with their excited, 
maggoty brains . . .the rattlesnake 
element of the press.” 
These phrases issued from a 
kindly looking gentleman named 
Robert Moses who, between out­ 
bursts, was building 1964’s out­ 
standing tourist attraction, the New 


York World’s Fair. He was upset 
because

suggested 
there 
might be better ways of doing the 
job—including more amusements, 
for instance, and competitive bid­ 
ding for certain services. 
Since 1924 Moses has been New 
York’s master builder and sugges­ 
tion ignorer, and for the most part 
the Fair he turned out was a mas­ 
terpiece.

JOHN HU ARTE: In Anaheim, 
Calif., last summer a young man 
lobbed a football over and over— 
throwing much like a kid sister. 
Yet until a shoulder injury in spring 
practice, John Huarte (pronounced 
who-art) had been slated as No. 1 
quarterback at Notre Dame. Doctors 
recommended an operation. Huarte 
said no; he would try to work out 
the trouble himself. 
The measure of his success is 
now glorious Notre Dame history— 
Huarte became the best ND quarter­ 
back since the days of Lujack and 
Bertelli with an incredible passing 
record that led his team to ND’s 
first winning season since 1958. 
The Fighting Irish, who long re­ 
lied on Fighting Italians and Fight­ 
ing Poles, revived this year with a 
Basque (Huarte) and an Armenian, 
new coach Ara Parseghian. There 
was another switch at the Catholic 
university, as a telephone caller 
pointed out when Parseghian was 
hired as coach. “I phoned to help 
you with the spelling," the caller 
said. “We can spell Parseghian,” 
replied a Notre Dame official. “Not 
his name,” the caller said, “his re­ 
ligion : P-r-e-s-b-y-t-e-r-i-a-n.”

What Young Girls Really Think and Feel 


When 210 teen-age Girl Scouts got together 'to discuss everything from school 


dances to husbands, their opinions were always frank— and often surprising 


S 


q u e a lin g teen-age girls 
pursue a Hollywood star 
. . . A rebellious young girl 
slams out of the house when 
her mother criticizes her 
make-up . . . Police bring 
home weeping girls from a 
wild teen drinking party. 
This is what comes to the minds 
of some adults when you ask them 
about teen-age girls today. But 
what are most of our teen-age girls 
really like? To find out, F a m i l y 
W e e k l y sent me to Cazenovia 
College in the rolling hills of Central 
New York where I attended the 
first Senior Scout Campus Confer­ 
ence sponsored by the Girl Scouts 
of the U.S.A. 
The purpose of the conference: 
to help the girls examine their own 
values. The 210 Girls Scouts (all 
of high-school age) who attended 
ended up talking about everything 
from dating to careers. The girls 
were a representative American 
cross section, and they spoke with 
frankness and conviction. Here is 
what they really think and feel 
about various subjects: 
H u s b a n d s : “I want my husband 
to be of average intelligence—only 
average,” said Judy Hawkins of 
Columbia, S.C., whose mother was 
a secretary on the staffs of both 
President Roosevelt and President 
Truman. “I’ve seen too many bril­ 
liant people cause trouble.” 
“He should be interested in what 
I have to say—not only in what he 
has to say,” insisted Laura Lemon 
of Corvallis, Ore. 
“My husband and I should be of 
the same religion,” declared Chary 1 
Armstrong of Fair Oaks, Calif. 
“But I’d change my faith for him.” 
There was almost unanimous 
agreement that the husband should 
assume the role of family leader

without being the boss. “He can be 
the boss as long as I have my say,” 
said Vickie Bishop of Racine, Wis. 
B e in g a G i b l : Many showed a 
curious retention of early 20th- 
century feminism. Beating the fem­ 
inist drum without using the word 
“feminist,” they proudly pointed to 
girls’ superiority over boys in ma­ 
turing faster, in using better gram­ 
mar, and, surprisingly, in being less 
squeamish and having greater poli­ 
tical awareness. 
“I was in biology lab,” Carol Ann 
Bailey of Tampa, Fla., recalled, 
“and the boy beside me couldn’t 
bring himself to dissect a frog. I 
did, and he winced. And he’s sup­ 
posed to be a man!” 
The girls reflected a sober atti­ 
tude toward morality. They didn’t 
think of themselves as heroines on 
a pedestal waiting to be serenaded, 
but they did insist that the boy, not 
the girl, should take the lead in 
dating and that for a girl to “chase” 
a boy cheapens her. 
They also drew a sharp distinc­ 
tion between male companions and 
boy friends. To them, the former 
are “just people” and are good to 
have around. But the latter made 
some of them uneasy. As Elaine 
Callahan of Poughkeepsie, N.Y., put 
it, “I believe in double-dating for 
first dates. It’s a form of protec­ 
tion.” Having parents at parties, 
the girls believe, also is “insurance.” 
P a r e n t s : They believe some par­ 
ents are to blame for school drop­ 
outs and for making children old 


before their time by encouraging 
oversophistication. “We don’t want 
to be pushed into party dresses be­ 
fore we’re ready,” said Carol Bal- 
delli of New London, Conn. 
They also objected to the mother 
who in one breath cautions her 
children not to tell lies and in the 
next breath asks them to inform 
Mrs. X, who is on the telephone, 
that “I’m not in.” 
S c h o o l s : The academic side of 
school life emerged surprisingly 
free of criticism. While the amount 
of homework varied markedly from 
school to school, the girls didn’t 
raise many complaints about these 
differences. 
Observing that girls tend to con­ 
fide in teachers more than boys do, 
they good-humoredly attributed this 
to “girls’ weaker egos.” And they 
sang the praises of experimental 
courses that let them cope with 
problems of living rather than with 
academic subjects. 
P e t P e e v e s : Going steady, the 
school dance, the sorority, and an 
overemphasis on athletics were ob­ 
jects of sharp criticism. 
“If you as much as walk down the 
hall with a boy,” remarked Clara 
Collette of Boise, Idaho, “the other 
boys assume you’re going steady.” 
“My pet peeve, my chief abom­ 
ination,” said Ann Miller of Elk- 
ridge, Md., “is the school dance 
with its cliques. If a girl comes un­ 
escorted, she’s not asked to dance— 
not even by the boys who are only 
having bull sessions with other 
boys. And neither the ‘steadies’ nor 
the dating couples will exchange 
partners. When I’m with a boy, I 
find there’s no opportunity to talk 
to anybody else.” 
“Sororities that are exclusive 
make me sick,” commented Judy 
Hawkins. “They just give the kids 
with a lot of money a chance to look 
down on those with less. But what I 
dislike most of all about high- 


school life is that sports are over­ 
rated. Girls collect boys* sweaters 
with letters for athletic prowess 
and wear the boys’ fraternity pins 
and rings. But if your boy friend 
is a good student, you have nothing 
to collect or show.” 
Ca r e e r s : All the girls wanted 
careers but put marriage and rais­ 
ing a family first. They intend to 
engage in a profession until they 
marry and to return to it when 
their children are grown. 
As future parents, the girls hope 
to be more permissive than stern, 
but not overly permissive. More­ 
over, they maintain that their meth­ 
ods of child rearing, need not—and 
probably should not—be a carbon 
copy of their parents’ techniques. 
“There is no one method,” said 
Mary Lou Elder of Boaz, Ala. “We 
must adopt a flexible approach to 
parenthood that doesn’t impose the 
standards of one generation upon 
the other.” 
D i s a p p o i n t m e n t s : 
What can 
hurt them? Again and again, girls 
said that the thing that hurt them 
most was being disillusioned in 
someone—in finding that someone 
they trusted was disloyal. 
Frequently reiterated, too, was 
the very real pain they feel at being 
maligned as teen-agers. Clara Col­ 
lette said, “Teen-agers are supposed 
to be confused. I don’t feel confused 
—so it’s confusing!” 
Finally, what did the girls think 
about the conference? Mary Lou 
Elder put it this way: 
“None of the speakers gave us 
‘instant answers’ guaranteed to 
work in any situation. But stimu­ 
lated, confused, and concerned, we 
have begun a search for our values. 
Children learn their basic values at 
home and, because women play a 
vital part in determining the values 
and beliefs of their families, we 
must be sure of our values and be 
able to support them.”

ix m o n t h s ago I made a diffi­ 
cult decision: I decided to give 
up my seat in the Congress of the 
United States. 


When I won election to the House of 
Representatives in 1962, I went to Wash­ 
ington with high hopes of being able to 
use the knowledge and experience I had 
acquired in almost 50 years of business 
and state- and local-government work to 
serve my country. But by the middle of 
1964, I knew it would be at least another 
10 years before I could accomplish any­ 
thing constructive in Congress—and I had 
neither the time nor the patience. So I 
decided to quit and try to serve as best I 
could as a “layman.” 
It really doesn’t matter so much about 
me. I was past the conventional retire­ 
ment age when I won my seat. I don t 
have too many years of public service left. 
What matters a great deal is that there 
are a lot of young legislators—men who 
have a great deal to offer the people of 
this nation—who are being completely 
frustrated, as I was, by the small, power­ 
ful group of old men who run the Con­ 
gress of the United States. 
This ruling clique, made up of men from 
both political parties, forces on newly 
elected Congressmen a long period of ap­ 
prenticeship that is unnecessary and de­ 
meaning. It makes all but the most patient 
wonder whether they want to sacrifice the 
years it takes to work up to a position of 
even small responsibility in the Congress. 
I spent 10 years in the State Assembly 
in California and nine years as a City 
Councilman in Los Angeles before going to 
Washington. I had no illusions about the 
ignominious role assigned freshman legis­ 
lators. Even with this background, how­ 
ever, I was not prepared for the rigidity 
of the seniority system in the House. It 
mignt better be called the “senility sys­ 
tem,” and it stands absolutely unchal­ 
lenged. The freshman legislator who dares 
challenge the system can be slapped down 
in many effective ways. Consider my own 
experience. 
I 


WENT TO WASHINGTON with a lot of 
ideas, particularly in the fields of air 
and water pollution and mass transporta­ 
tion, which I hoped to see enacted into fed­ 
eral law. One statute I felt was urgently 
needed was a law to check the headlong 
flight of film producers to Europe to make 
so-called “American” films. This has re­ 
sulted in a great deal of money going out 
of the country and large-scale unemploy­ 
ment in the movie industry. 
My bill was simple enough; it would 
have required films produced abroad to 
carry a line under the title saying. This 
film produced in (the country of origin).” 
I had the bill drawn up and threw it in 
the Congressional hopper. It was assigned,

I’m Quitting 
Congress 


Here’s blunt talk a bout the frustrations 


of freshman lawmakers 


who clash with the “senility system’’ 


in Washington— plus a 


solution to the problem

as are all bills, to one of the major stand­ 
ing committees, then to an appropriate 
sub-committee. The chairman, a gentle­ 
man who has served in Congress for many 
years, told me he would schedule my bill 
for hearing in “several months.” 
Meanwhile, I had become so incensed 
about the destructive effects of the rigid 
seniority system in Congress that I had 
drawn up a joint resolution, which I 
thought—and still think—would go a long 
way toward solving this age-old problem. 
A lot of the power centers in the House 
didn't like this resolution, or the idea of a 
freshman Congressman having the temer­ 
ity to submit it. One of the people who 
objected was the chairman of the com­ 
mittee holding my motion-picture bill. 
When the bill didn’t come up as sched­ 
uled, I asked him about it. He told me 
hearings would be delayed, and then he 
added, “I didn’t like that seniority resolu­ 
tion you introduced the other day.” I 
understood what he meant, and I knew my 
bill was a dead duck. It was never even 
brought up for a hearing. 
It is tragic that a Congressman can sub­ 
mit a bill that might be supported by 
three-fourths of the American people, but 
if the committee chairman doesn’t like 
it—or doesn’t like the Congressman who 
authored it—the bill will be quietly 
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strangled to death in committee. 
There are a number of other effective 
ways the power clique can torpedo a jun­ 
ior Congressman who asserts himself too 
vigorously. If—by the standards of the 
old men—he talks too much either on the 
floor of the House or in committee ses­ 
sions, the chairman can simply refuse to 
recognize him. 
Favors or information that “upstart” 
Congressmen may seek for constituents 
can get lost or delayed in the “press of 
business” in other Congressional offices. 
And the new Congressman can be tossed 
so far into limbo on his committee assign­ 
ments that he virtually disappears from 
sight. The youngest member is seated 
farthest from the chairman at committee 
meetings. Even more important, he is also 
the last man to be called on in question­ 
ing a witness, regardless of what his qual­ 
ifications are. 
B 


y t h e t im e I usually got to a witness, 
everybody was bored stiff with the 
subject. Sometimes I didn’t get a chance 
to question witnesses at all—even when 
the hearing dealt with a subject in which 
I had years of experience. 
Now this sort of treatment might be all 
right for a teen-age apprentice who is too 
big for his britches and needs to be put 
down a peg or two until he learns his 
trade. But you can’t treat our new young 
breed of Congressmen this way. Many of 
them are former governors, mayors, at­ 
torneys general, and other high-ranking 
state and local officials. They already have 
served their apprenticeship under fire, and 
they have much to offer immediately. 
Yet, they are being pushed into the 
woodwork by a group of about 40 men, 
most of them in their 70s and 80s, who 
control absolutely a large share of the 
standing committees in the House and who 
tend frequently to be out of touch with the 
space age in which we live. 
Now don’t get me wrong. I didn’t mean 
to say these men are vicious or deliberate­ 
ly obstructive or even incompetent. Most 
of them are fine old gentlemen who have 
been distinguished, farsighted legislators 
in their time. 
But times have changed, and these men 
frequently haven’t changed with the times. 
As a result, there is continuing conflict 
between this older power bloc and the 
young, progressive, eager, and often ideal­ 
istic Congressmen coming to Washington. 
A good many talented young men soon 
throw in the towel and go back to private 
business. The American people are inevit­ 
ably the losers. And “government by senil­ 
ity” perpetuates itself. 
What can be done about it? In my 
opinion, quite a bit. The last piece of 
legislation I introduced in Congress dealt 
with this problem. It proposed a Consti­ 
tutional amendment that would: 
1. Prohibit the election or appointment 


of a Senator or Representative over the 
age of 70. 
2. Elect Congressmen every four years. 
Under the present every-other-year sys­ 
tem, a man is hardly in office before he 
must start campaigning again for re-elec­ 
tion in his state. 
3. Limit Senators to three terms and 
Representatives to five terms. This would 
relieve us of the situation in which one 
man dominates a particular area of gov­ 
ernment policy for several decades. 
In addition, I recommended that com­ 
mittee chairmanships be staggered among 
senior members and that the chairman be 
elected at periodic intervals by secret bal­ 
lot of the committee members. 
As might be expected, none of these 
proposals got off the ground. They were 
buried under the deepest and dustiest pile 
of old business that could be found in the 
committees to which they were assigned. 
There they remained to die quietly along 
with this past session of Congress. 
But there have been a few encouraging 
results. For one, a surprising number of 
my fellow Congressmen came by my office 
and congratulated me on the amendment. 
Also, these proposals have focused some 
public attention on the 20 committee chair­ 
men who wield most of the power in the 
House. These men have served an average 
of 26 years. They hold their power not 
through merit and ability but simply 
through longevity. In some areas, voters 
are now looking at their elderly Repre­ 
sentatives and wondering out loud whether 
it might not be wise to get some younger 
men into the fray. I remember one elderly 
Congressman telling me in bewilderment: 
“I’ve got an opponent in the primary for 
the first time in 16 years, and I can’t 
understand it.” 
I 


T H IN K these things are signs of the 
times—indications that the voters are 
becoming resentful of Congressmen who 
regard their job as a legacy and their 
relentless strangle hold on the work of the 
Congress as some sort of divine right. 
I was one of the lowliest members of the 
voiceless majority who live outside the 
power structure in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. I saw no possibility of chang­ 
ing that situation for a long, long time. So 
I quit—to carry on the fight elsewhere. 
My wife and I haven’t had a vacation 
in 15 years, and we’re going to take one 
now that my term is up. Then I’m going 
to come home and do everything I can, as 
a citizen, to put this problem before the 
American public. 
I have a feeling I may accomplish a 
great deal more by quitting Congress than 
by being quietly buried there. I hope so. 
Something must be done to get rid of “gov­ 
ernment by senility.” If my departure 
from Washington has helped to dramatize 
the problem, then I feel that I’ve per­ 
formed an important public service.

Ho w to avo id th e embarrassment o f dialing wrong numbers 


What kind o f dialer are you? 


□ BLACK BOOK DIALER—calls an old number In his 
personal phone book, is always surprised by strange 
voice that answers. 


□ BUSY DIALER—looks up the number, but thinks of 
something else while he dials. 


□ SPEEDY DIALER—looks up the number, jots it down 
and starts to dial before he gets a dial tone. 


□ CAREFUL DIALER—looks up the number, jots it down, 
waits for a dial tone and dials carefully. Always gets 
his number. 


SCORING: Give yourself 10 points for being a careful 
dialer most of the time. Then subtract one point for each 
box checked. A score of 8 to 10 qualifies for “Expert 
Dialer." The “Expert Dialer" is a careful dialer, and a 
careful dialer is always welcome-wherever he calls. 


Here are the ten most common ways to reach a wrong 
number (and the one 
sure way to get the correct number). 


□ OVER-DIALER—dials more digits than necessary. 


□ UNDER-DIALER—stops dialing one digit too soon. 


□ MEMORY EXPERT—simply “remembers" the number 
from the last time he called, but really doesn't. 


□ UNCERTAIN DIALER-fo rg ets the n u mb er he ju st 
looked up. 
□ HEAVY-HANDED DIALER-doesn’t let dial return by 
itself. 
□ NUMBER CHANGER-decides the number he wants is 
not the number he's dialing, and changes as he dials. 


□ NUMBER AND LETTER MIXER-d iats the letter "0" 
for the numeral “0"-o r the numeral “1" for the 
letter “I."
